Helwan, Egypt, Apr. 
Four rooms full of 6,000- 
year-old household articles, 
women's ornaments and 
warriors’ weapons have been 
accumulated ns a result of 
excavations now going on 
in tho largest . Egyptian 
necropolis or cemetery. 

Although skeletons uncovered 
in thf suburban town south of 
Cairo were found to be perfect- 
ly preserved,, archacologtists 
found no mummies, The 
Egyptlang had not yet discover 
ed the secrets of embalming 
when these persona wero buried 
at the beginning of the first 
dynrety 650 centuries ago,
